The death of General of the Arm y Poujrlas Mac­ 
A rthur is mourned not only by his countrym en but by 
millions the world over. 
The name M acArthur immediately brings to mind 
tho picture of the stern-faced h em of the Pacific war 
with the scrambled eg g insigna on his cap and corncob 
pipe and tipless, open collar, who in the darkest days 
of World W ar ll uttered both a promise and a battle 
cry with the morris: “ I shall return.’' 
"N et M acArthur had already completed 38 years of 
distinguished service in the Arm y before his name be­ 
cam e a household word after the Japanese invasion of 
the Philippines.

(.rad na ted from West Point wit! highest academic 
I onors in 1903. he took part, as a captain, in the Vera 
Cruz expedition of 1914. In World War I. although a 
brigadier general, he saw personal action in the bloody’ 
St. Mihiel and M euse-Argonne offensives, am ong others, 
and w as wounded twice. 
B y the tim e the war clouds were gathering again 
in the 1930s. he had served as superintendent of West 
Point and com m ander of the A rm y’s Philippines De­ 
partm ent and had reached the top of the m ilitary lad­ 
der as C hief of Staff. 
(It w as in this last capacity that lie was ordered to 
disperse fellow veterans with tear gas during the Bonus 
March in W ashington.) 
Then cam e World W ar ll. and as if he had not lived 
and done enough to fill the lives of any num ber of men. 
M acA rth u r^ contribution to history was far from end­ 
ed with the signing of the peace. It is to M acArthur, 
w ho as occupation com m ander virtually w rote the post­ 
war Japanese constitution him self, that the Japanese 
owe their present dem ocracy and the spectacular release 
of their native energies from the bondage of totalitar­ 
ianism .
